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Lamb Wins TRA Award 

Charles Lamb, racing editor of the Baltimore 
News-Post has been named the winner in the 
annual TRA competition for the best racing 
news story of I960. Lamb’s prize-winning story 
was a moving account, written under deadline 
conditions, of the running of the Preakness 
Stakes at Pimlico, won by the ill-fated Bally 
Ache. 

Presentation of the award was made at the 
dinner marking the 19th annual meeting of 
TRA in New York on December 1. 

Except for a five-year time out with Naval 
Intelligence in Australia, New Guinea, the 
Philippines and afloat during World War II 
and 15 months with the same outfit during the 
Korean war, Lamb has spent all of his working 
time with the Baltimore News-Post. He went 
to work for the Baltimore News , which later 
merged with the Post, upon graduation from 
Kenwood High School in Baltimore in 1933. 
He asked for and was given the racing beat 
in 1951 when he returned to his paper after 
his Naval duty during the Korean war. 

Born in Baltimore on February 7, 1917, 
Lamb today makes his home at nearby Rodgers 
Forge, with his wife, the former Kathryn 
Patricia Keough of Portland, Maine.

AUTUMN SPLENDOR: In keeping with 
vaudeville’s old custom of billing its star act 
as the next-to-last attraction, Laurel built its 
eleven-day fall meeting around the ninth run¬ 
ning of the Washington, D. C. International. 
The session got under way with the divided 
Maryland Futurity, gained momentum with the 
Selima and reached a crescendo with the In¬ 
ternational on Veterans’ Day. Those still not 
engrossed in the pyrotechnics of the Inter¬ 
national paused to observe the running of the 
Turf Cup the following afternoon. 

All in all, Laurel put on quite a show: at¬ 
tendance climbed 10 per cent to an average of 
13,336 and wagering spilled over the $1,000,- 
000 daily average. Specifically, the daily handle 
reached $1,056,386, which represented a gain 
of 6 per cent over comparative figures for the 
fall meeting a year ago. 

To stand on the order of going, the Mary¬ 
land Futurity, a six-furlong stakes for two-year- 
olds conceived and foaled in Maryland, got the 
meeting off to a flying start. Response to this 
$10,000-added event was so spirited that it was 
deemed advisable to split the race, each di¬ 
vision carrying $7,000 added. 

Of the 12 which lined up for the first di¬ 
vision, a plurality in the crowd of 14,452 
settled upon Tinkham Veale II’s Lightheaded 
as the lukewarm favorite. Next in order of 
preference was Mrs. W. B. Dietrich’s Short 
Nip. Leon DeLeon’s Tuscan Spy, not burdened 
by a great deal of support, made all the run¬ 
ning and took the prize by three lengths. 

The winner, ridden by Tommy Lee, jumped 
into the lead soon after the start and remained 
in full command as he crossed under the wire 
in 1:13 2/5. Short Nip got up in the final 
stride to snatch second money from Mrs. Alan 
T. Clarke’s Bunny. Mrs. Fendall M. Clagett’s 
My Paper Doll was fourth, a half length to the 
fore of the favorite. 

Tuscan Spy is a bay gelding by Tuscany— 
Ellen’s Spy, by Spy Song, and thus comes by 
his speed naturally. He had started twice pre¬ 
viously, and while he had evidenced keen early 
foot he did not persevere long enough to see 
his task through to a successful conclusion. The 
net of $6,317.25 earned in the Futurity repre¬ 
sented the whole of Tuscan Spy’s earnings.

Foaled April 8, 1958 by Pistorio Farm, How¬ 
ard County, Tuscan Spy was sold by his 
breeder, Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio, at the Mary¬ 
land Fall Sales as a yearling. Mr. DeLeon pur¬ 
chased him for $6,300. The mare, Ellen’s Spy, 
was purchased at the same vendue for $3,300 
by Cisley Stable.

THE FASTER HALF: Brandy Sea, second 
choice in the other division of the Maryland 
Futurity, turned in a stylish come-from-behind 
performance to win in 1:12 4/5. Owned by his 
breeder, Irving Kirschbaum, who races as 
Carolyn K Stable, Brandy Sea was driven to a 
2 1 /^-length victory by Jockey Ray L. Gilbert. 
T. A. Caulk’s longshot, Look of Eagles, was 
second, two lengths before R. S. Steele’s 
Etruscan Night. 

Brandy Sea is a dark bay or brown colt by 
Double Brandy—Cruel Sea, by War Relic. He 
is a product of James Fred Col will’s Halcyon 
Farm, Lutherville, where stands his syndicated 
sire. 

Trainer Leonard L. Emery sent Brandy Sea 
out for his second victory in eleven starts on 
Futurity day. In addition to these two victories, 
he had been second 3 times, bringing his earn¬ 
ings up to $10,654.75, and there was more to 
come. 

A PARTICULARLY GOOD MOVE: Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt, who had won Laurel’s Selima 
Stakes in 1949 with his splendid Bed o’ Roses, 
achieved his second success in the rich test for 
juvenile fillies when Good Move accounted for 
the 35th running of the Selima on November 5. 

Good Move is a gray daughter of Native 
Dancer—Next Move, by Bull Lea. Next Move,, 
ranked among the leading money-winners of 
her sex, was a contemporary in the Vanderbilt 
barn with Bed o’ Roses. Their pluck and pro¬ 
ficiency under fire, together with their earning 
capacity, gained them recognition as the "gold 
dust twins.” 

To win the Selima, Good Move had to con¬ 
found the selectors. This she did—in grand 
style. A dismal showing in the Gardenia Stakes, 
apparently without good reason, soured Laurel 
players on her almost completely. She was al¬ 
lowed to go off at 18.20 to 1, while William 
G. Helis, Jr.’s Angel Speed (second in the

Gardenia) and Calumet’s undefeated (three 
starts) Plum Cake drew the bulk of support. 

Good Move was not long in asserting her 
authority. Apatontheback was first away, but 
did not persist when Eric Guerin, aboard the 
winner, filed his intentions. Fourth Estate 
Stable’s Times Two made a good run at the 
Vanderbilt filly in the lane but The Dancer’s 
daughter dug in defiantly. Her margin at the 
wire was a length. 

The Selima was Good Move’s first victory 
since Saratoga, where she had won the Spin¬ 
away. After the win, Trainer George Poole’s 
development showed this highly respectable 
record: 10 starts, 4 wins, 1 second, 1 third, and 
$112,988. The win helped to bracket Good 
Move among the top five fillies of her genera¬ 
tion in the opinion of most observers. 

In posting a 1:44 3/5 clocking for the mile 
and a sixteenth, Good Move was credited with 
a new track record, eclipsing by 3 1/5 seconds 
the time posted by the maiden La Fuerza in 
the 1959 Selima, run over a newly enlarged 
strip. 

Wheatley Stable’s Eastern Princess, best 
known as Bold Ruler’s little sister, was third, 
beaten about 2\\ lengths for all of it. Angel 
Speed was fourth in the $61,470 gross event. 

HOME TO ROOST: The Washington, D. C. 
International is Laurel president John Scha- 


piro’s dream—and Starter Eddie Blind’s night¬ 
mare. It seems that whenever anyone decides 
to take a pot shot at the International, Blind’s 
frame looms into view. There was sniping 
again this year concerning the start, but most 
of it was uncalled for. Second choice Harmon¬ 
izing froze, and France’s Puissant Chef had 
the misfortune to wheel at the start, losing his 
rider. 

After viewing the movies of the race, Blind 
theorized that the French horse spooked at the 
motion of his arm in depressing the lever 
which actuated the webbing. Trainer E. W. 
King complained about the start, but, in truth, 
his horse—Harmonizing—broke about as well 
as he generally does from the electric gate. 

King had not schooled his horse at all from 
the Newmarket barrier, and consequently Har¬ 
monizing had to be whipped away by an as¬ 
sistant starter when the start was effected. 

Most people judge walk-up and standing 
starts from a barrier by the same standards of 
precision expected of the electric gate. There is 
little basis for comparison. With the electric 
gate, the confining nature of the mechanism 
greatly enhances the chance of a perfect get¬ 
away. For a barrier getaway, the start of the 
I960 International was quite good. 

America’s Bald Eagle, benefiting from the 
schooling that Trainer Woody Stephens took

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pains to give him, broke well and immediately 
jumped into a lead that must have reached 12 
lengths at one point. This maneuver apparently 
mystified the foreign riders who were uni¬ 
formly amazed that there would be such an 
early demand for speed. Try as they would, 
the others could not reach the high-soaring 
Cain Hoy horse at any point during the run¬ 
ning. 

Harmonizing, well back early, made a long 
run at Bald Eagle through the stretch but suc¬ 
ceeded only in fouling Russia’s Zabeg. After 
the race, Jockey Nikolai Nasibov complained 
that his signal of protest (whip held aloft as 
he returned to unsaddle) was not recognized, 
and small wonder, for such a gesture in this 
country is tantamount to asking the stewards’ 
permission to dismount. 

By the time that Nasibov, whose mount 
finished third, was able to make himself under¬ 
stood, the race was official. 

There has been a great deal of harangue 
concerning what should have been done about 
the improperly lodged foul claim (substanti¬ 
ated by the films) but this was all in the 
realm of reading the red board. The Russians 
weren’t exactly the innocent victims of a 
Machiavellian plot to do them in, either. 
Pavel Borovoi, aboard Zadorny (fourth), took 
the liberty to purposely slash English jockey 
Duncan Keith (Prolific) across the back with 
his whip as they raced past the stands the first 
time. Keith didn’t bother to lodge an official 
protest. Though the blow had raised a welt on

his back, Keith passed over the incident with 
the remark, "We just don’t do things like that 
in England.” 

With his second straight victory in the 
International, Bald Eagle, a five-year-old son 
of *Nasrullah—Siama, by Tiger, concluded his 
racing career with an American record of 23 
starts, 9 wins, 5 seconds, 3 thirds and $676,442. 
Racing in England at two and three, he won

3 of his 6 starts and was third once, earning 
5,074V^ pounds. 

Bald Eagle, ridden by Manuel Ycaza, was 
responsible for all the fractions—:25, :47 3/5, 
1:11 3/5, 1:37 2/5, 2:33. The final time over 
a firm course was five full seconds slower than 
his own record set in the 1959 International. 

The field as it finished: 1st—U. S. s Bald 
Eagle (2 lengths); 2nd—U. S.’s Harmonizing 
(length); 3rd—Russia’s Zabeg (Vi); 4th— 
Ukranian Republic’s Zadorny (head); 5th 
France’s Hautain (41/2); 6th—Ireland’s Farrney 
Fox (1 Vl)\ 7th—Italy’s Santa Severa (6); 
8th—Italy’s Rio Marin (neck); 9th—Eng¬ 
land’s Prolific (20); 10th—England’s Apostle 
II; France’s Puissant Chef wheeled at the start. 
His jockey remounted and galloped behind 
the field to finish eleventh. 


HORSE FOR A COURSE: Harbor View

Quiz Star was coming off a victory in Aque¬ 
duct’s Knickerbocker Handicap when he went 
postward. Winner also of Washington Park s 
Grassland Handicap, the Guggenheim-bred 
colt was posting his eighth success of the sea¬ 
son. His lifetime record after the Cup: 50 
starts, 14 wins, 3 seconds, 7 thirds and 
$115,542. 

GLASS MENAGERIE: The Maryland 
Jockey Club’s meeting at Pimlico still is in 
progress but it’s 1 to 20 that there won’t be 
a tighter finish at the old course than the one 
staged between the clock and workmen erect¬ 
ing, fabricating and finishing the new $1,500,- 
000 clubhouse. When early birds rubbed elbows 
with sweepers manning their brooms no one 
wanted to call the finish, it was that close. 

Of course, there still is some trimming and 
frills to be added, but, in the main, patrons 
had a very good idea of what the completed 
job will look like when they trooped in on 
Monday, November 14. 

Most of the unfinished work is centered in 
the administrative offices on the ground level. 

High points in a tour of the newest building 
in racing must include the jockeys suite (sur¬ 
passed by none), the indoor paddock, gilt- 
trimmed dining room and plush theatre-type 
chairs. 

Simply stated, Pimlico out-bred itself.

Grandstand patrons are now swarming over 
the part of the building erected last year that 
served as a clubhouse. And they like what they 
see. Attendance and wagering was moving 
along at a brisk clip as November turned into 
December. Only thing missing was the winter 
weather the plant was redesigned to combat, 
and that wasn’t long in coming. 

Pimlico got its fall meeting under way with 
the 14th running of the Pimlico Breeders’ 
Stakes, a 1 1/16-mile number carrying $7,500 
of Pimlico’s money. 

Carolyn K’s Brandy Sea held the high cards 
in this one, just as he had done in the second 
division of the Maryland Futurity at Laurel 
two weeks earlier. It was very much of a near- 
thing, though, as Mrs. Charles R. Lewis’ home¬ 
bred Hunter’s Rock fought the winner tooth- 
and-nail all through the stretch. Hunter’s Rock, 
which just seems to be getting into his element 
at a mile and a sixteenth, fell a head shy of 
making good his threat. Three and a half 
lengths farther back came Tuscan Spy. Gee 
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M. Cohen’s Bob Maisel (named for the sports 
editor of the Morning Sun) was fourth. 

The victory, posted in a moderate 1:47 1/5 
(the track was quite dull) was worth $5,587.25, 
plus a breeder’s award of $750 to Mr. Kirsch- 
baum. Bill Hartack had the mount. 

CAME EARLY, STAYED LATE: Louis 
Wolfson’s Harbor View Farm was not a 
familiar stable name when the outfit turned up 
at Bowie last spring, but victories by Francis S. 
in the Governor’s Gold Cup and by Quiz Star 
in the Wilwyn Handicap and Turf Cup served 
to enlighten Maryland horse-players. When 
Burley Parke brought the Miami-owned stable’s 
Garwol to Pimlico for the rich Futurity, every¬ 
one knew the colt would be hard to beat. The 
two-year-old son of *My Babu—Fleece, by 
Revoked, had been hitting hard in stakes com¬ 
pany all summer long. He had missed winning 
the rich Champagne by only a nose to his 
stablemate Roving Minstrel, and had been 
close up in the Cowdin, Futurity and Na¬ 
tional Stallion. 
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Of the original 871 nominees for the race, 
only seven showed up. Its late running date— 
coming hard on the heels of the Cowdin, 
Champagne and Garden State—plus the normal 
wear and tear of campaigning, imposes a hard¬ 
ship on the Futurity. And the fact that there 
is no provision for supplementary entries fur¬ 
ther stagnates the situation. 

Garwol was installed as the 2-to-l favorite 
and performed much to expectations, gaining 
the lead at about the eighth-pole and com¬ 
mencing to draw away from there. King 
Ranch’s promising maiden, Bal Musette, was 
second in the field of all non-stakes winners. 
He finished a length and a half behind the 
winner. Jacob Sher’s Sherluck was another half 
length farther back after being prominent 
throughout. 

Nashua Bell tried ’em early but after a half 
mile he was ready to call it a day. Steve Brooks 
eased him when the futility of the chase be¬ 
came clear. Bal Musette took over from the 
winded Nashua Bell and, while no match for 
the winner through the final yards, held on 
with courage. With seasoning, he should do. 

The Futurity grossed $110,260, of which 
$67,046.50 was the winner’s net. The Futurity 
purse swelled Garwol’s earnings to $146,126. 
He has now won 3 of his 18 starts, been 
second 6 times and third 2 times. 

Ismael Valenzuela, who had been aboard 
the $32,000 yearling purchase in his four pre¬ 
vious races, was up in the Futurity. Garwol 
was one of the reasons Burley Parke came out 
of retirement to train the Wolfson string.

International that he challenged Bald Eagle to 
a $50,000 winner-take-all match race. No one 
took King seriously and the challenge died 
a’borning. The Dixie Handicap, a mile-and-a- 
half jaunt on the grass at Pimlico, seemed like 
the next logical step for the son of Counter¬ 
point, particularly since it was endowed with 
$25,000 of MJC funds. 

Since Harmonizing had beaten both Bald 
Eagle and Sword Dancer at level weights in 
the Man o’ War, and had finished closest to 
Bald Eagle in the International, the patrons of 
Pimlico looked upon the unsexed six-year-old 
as the class of the Dixie field. Accordingly, 
they sent him off at 7 to 10. His failure to pull 
level with 20-to-l Shield Bearer at the wire 
upset more digestive systems than did Thanks¬ 
giving dinners. 

The form gave no hint that Shield Bearer, 
a natural front-runner, could stay 12 furlongs, 
and still vivid in the memory of many was his 
defeat by Four Fathoms when Hartack had out¬ 
ridden Johnny Ruane a few days earlier. 

Trainer Sidney Watters, Jr., tried to secure 
Willie Shoemaker’s services for Shield Bearer. 
Failing, Watters settled on Nick Shuk. The 
latter conned his saddle rivals, who confidently 
waited for Shuk’s mount to ’come back” to 
them. They are still waiting. 

Shuk put Shield Bearer on the front end, 
used him only enough to maintain his position 
and still had enough horse to hold off Harmon¬ 
izing which had been delayed en route, and. 
incidentally, did not break with the leaders. 

C. Mahlon Kline’s Mystic II, headed by 
Harmonizing in the closing yards, fought back 
to pull within a nose of the latter at the wire. 
King Grail was along for fourth money. 
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The Dixie was Shield Bearers fifth win 
(first stakes) in a campaign that has em¬ 
braced 19 starts. He had been second 4 times 
and third 4 times, earning $49,655. Mrs. 
Stephen C. Clark, Jr., owns the five-year-old 
Roman Bout—Rea’s Girl, by Unbreakable, 
gelding. 

Time for the Dixie was 2:33 3/5. The win¬ 
ner, at 114, was in receipt of 12 pounds from 
the topweighted favorite. 

A STAR IS BORN: Though coming to hand 
too late to threaten Brookmeade’s Bowl of 
Flowers’ grip on the two-year-old filly title, 
Darby Dan Farm’s Primonetta impresses as a 
young lady with a bright future. She con¬ 
cluded her juvenile campaign with a resound¬ 
ing victory in the $15,000-added Marguerite 
Stakes on November 26, and thereby kept her 
record unbesmirched with four wins in as 
many starts. She has never been headed. 

Her owner, John W. Galbreath, paid Rex 
Ellsworth $2,000,000 for Swaps, sire of 
Primonetta, two years ago. She is her sire’s 
first stakes winner. 

Galbreath’s Pittsburgh Pirates had a much 
tougher time putting away the New York 
Yankees in the World Series than Primonetta 
experienced in winning the Marguerite. She 
broke on top, tolerated Affectionate’s presence 
only briefly, and won with aplomb. Calumet’s 
well-liked but out-gunned Plum Cake resisted 
Steve Brooks’ efforts to restrain her early, then 
couldn’t threaten the winner when the chips 
were down. Rice Shower and Is Right, the 
latter Intentionally’s young sister, accounted for 
the minor awards. 

Trainer Jim Conway "imported” Bill Har- 
tack to handle the daughter of Banquet Bell, 
by Polynesian. The filly has now won $31,- 
494.50. She ran the mile and a sixteenth in 
1:46 2/5 without being placed to pressure, 
though Hartack did introduce the whip to her 
merely to note her reaction. 

Galbreath, whose stable appears destined to 
scale the heights in coming years (he has in¬ 
vested $5,000,000 in bloodstock, including the 
five-year lease of the great *Ribot’s stud serv¬ 
ices for $1,350,000) will have 14 sons and 
daughters of Swaps in his racing string in 1961. 

INFLATED NICKEL: Elmendorf’s Nickel 
Boy, Maryland-bred son of a teaser and an un¬ 
wanted mare which began his stakes career by 
winning the 1957 Marlboro Nursery, caught 
fire this fall, annexing the New York (2nd 
div.), Quaker City and Display Handicaps. 
The latter victory, wherein he benefited by the 
saddle slipping on the favored Don Poggio, 
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pushed his earnings over the $200,000 mark. 

Breeder Melvin P. Blackburn won the Marl¬ 
boro Nursery with Nickel Boy, then sold him 
to Knollwood Stable (Jack Sadler and Irwin 
Grinsfelder) for $8,000 the following year. 
Knollwood won two races and $7,975 before 
losing him in three months’ time to H. W. 
Fisher and B. Green for $7,500 at Atlantic 
City. Elmendorf claimed the *His Nickel— 
Carickmacross gelding for $20,000 September 
a year ago and has reaped a harvest. 

Nickel Boy’s lifetime record shows: 89 
starts, 22 wins, 15 seconds, 8 thirds and $202,- 
273. Walter A. Kelley trains the five-year-old 
gelding for Max Gluck, owner of Elmendorf. 

STILL FORAGING: After winning the 
Garden State Stakes, the year’s richest race, 
Mrs. Katherine Price’s Carry Back was re¬ 
turned to Aqueduct in search of the Remsen 
Stakes and any championship votes not al¬ 
ready committed to ill-starred Hail to Reason. 
It was a profitable venture all around, for the 
$22,822 first money increased his season’s 
earnings to a hefty $286,299. The Remsen 
also removed just about any doubt that Carry 
Back was the best two-year-old colt still in 
training, and probably the second best seen 
in action all year. Only five two-year-olds in 
history have earned more than Carry Back. 

A son of Stanley Sagner’s Saggy (Country 
Life Farm, Bel Air) and the Star Blen mare, 
Joppy, Carry Back won the Cowdin, Garden 
State and Remsen, was second in the Florida 
Breeders’, Christiana and Dover, and third in 
the Tyro, Great American and Sapling Stakes. 

Saggy is the third leading sire of two-year- 
olds in the country.

Bowie is scheduled to open on January 21. 
To keep the gloom of the dark days from 
getting too thick, our good neighbor state, 
West Virginia, will provide wagering facilities 
at Charles Town. Most of the Pimlico folk will 
put on their quilted underthings and sojourn 
across the Potomac for the sport during the 
hiatus in their home state. 

November 3. Went to Laurel late in after¬ 
noon for Racing Writers’ meeting, and arrived 
in time to see a gray phantom running like a 
wild thing to win the eighth race and pay 
$30.80. Recognized an old buddy, Dr. J. M. 
Moss, plus Mrs. Moss, meeting gray Thorough¬ 
bred in winner’s circle, and realized that the 
horse he was greeting so lovingly was Kum On 
Doc, and that it was much too late to get to 
the mutuels window. $30.80, yet! 

Racing Writers’ meeting was the annual 
show planning session, and chief idea man 
was Mr. Tommy DiNatale of the H. M. 
Stevens organization, who practically wrote 
the script and was drafted as the star. 

November 9. Went to Sheraton-Carlton 
hotel in Washington for Laurel’s party for 
press, owners, trainers, jockeys and diplomats. 
It was a gala occasion with amusing speeches 
by ambassadors, consuls, etc. 

November 11. Attended Washington, D. C. 
International and this time arrived early enough 
to see the 2 Vl -mile race for Arabian horses. It 
was won by Michael, the only Irish horse in 
the race, as this is a Kennedy year. 

Michael is owned by Lois Selby and is 
trained by Robert Hilton, who trained three 
others in the race. 

Saw Cain Hoy Stable’s Bald Eagle keep his 
International record intact. He now has two 
for two. Russians had trouble getting past 
Harmonizing and complained. Harmonizing s 
proprietor also complained. There were no 
complaints from the favorite players and they

had no worries. Bald Eagle won "all the way.” 

After big race, chatted with Mr. Harry 
Beaudouin who always carries lovely ornaments 
around with him. On International Day, he 
had one from Peru. 

November 13. Paid visit to Pimlico to see 
how improvements were coming along. 
Couldn’t think of any way to make ’em better. 
Loose ends were going together before your 
eyes. Had coffee break with dashing debonair 
Mr. Charlie Johnson and serious, intellectual 
Mr. Neil Eskridge in glamorous stable kitchen. 
Returned to elaborate new clubhouse and found 
workmen had put down another row of chairs 
(theater type) while we’d been ingesting java. 

November 15. Went late to Pimlico for 
another Writers’ meeting and helped elect Joe 
Kelly president. 

November 19. Pimlico again and the 
Futurity, won handsomely by Garwol. More 
assiduous rehearsing. 

November 21. At Lord Baltimore putting 
finishing touches on writers’ show, plus im¬ 
provising. Was hampered slightly by reaction¬ 
aries who wanted to clean it up a bit. Reaction¬ 
aries voted down by liberals who voted that the 
script was clean, but dull. 

November 22. Big night for racing writers. 
Imported talent saved day. Kratz youngsters, 
the ever-popular Mr. Tommy (Galway Bay) 
Carr, Miss Washington of 1959 and Mr. 
Tommy DiNatale entertained so nobody 
noticed that the men of the press were im¬ 
provising right up to the last line. 

November 24. Thanksgiving and Pimlico 
again. 

November 27. Went to Timonium to see 
imported horse Bloomfield II, recently acquired 
by Mr. Bill Boniface. It’s a good-looking bay 
that turns around in the stall with excellent 
action. 

November 30. Another trip to the track at 
Belvedere and Park Heights to view some 
color shots Mr. Marx Kaufman had made of 
the new buildings. Very nice. Track named 
races for Maryland winners of writers’ and 
photographers’ awards. They were the Teddy 
Cox, the Ed Ewing and the Charles Lamb.

One other change was the arrival of Dr. P. A. 
Rothfuss on the list for the first time. Dr. 
Rothfuss took over twentieth position, replac¬ 
ing Mrs. R. Carter. 

Cox Wins Corum Award 

Teddy Cox, reporter-columnist for the New 
York Morning Telegraph and Daily Racing 
Form was the winner of the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations Bill Corum Memorial 
Award. His prize winning entry in the TRA 
competition was a feature story about a colt 
named Good Bird which jumped the fence 
at his owner’s Colorado ranch and spent some 
16 months running with a herd of wild horses 
before he was caught and brought back to the 
races to win this summer at Rockingham Park. 

Theodore Roosevelt Cox, a native of Hoop¬ 
er’s Island, Maryland, had his first newspaper 
by-line on the Baltimore News-Post at the age 
of 14. He remained with that paper for ten 
years and then became editor of the Baltimore 
Daily Sports Bulletin, and later was associated 
with Turf and Sport Digest. He joined the 
staff of the New York Morning Telegraph as 
a racing columnist in 1942, and shortly there¬ 
after entered the Army where he served till 
war’s end as head of a public relations unit. 
In the early 1950’s, Cox put aside his type¬ 
writer to become a racing official. During the 
next six years he served as steward at tracks 
in Illinois, at Oriental Park, Cuba and as pub¬ 
licity director at the New Orleans Fair Grounds. 

Cox returned to the newspaper business in 
1957 rejoining the staff of Triangle Publica¬ 
tions, publishers of the Morning Telegraph and 
Daily Racing Form. 

Presentation of the Bill Corum Memorial 
Award was made at the TRA’s annual dinner 
in New York on December 1. 

Pony Club to National Show

To qualify for such registration the said 
horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, in addition, unless the 
breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock continually 
in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Mary¬ 
land the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a 
Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal.

Washington International 
Horse Show

Hugh Wiley, the young Marylander who has 
served as a sort of diplomat-with-riding-gear 
across Europe with the United States Olympic 
team for many years, was the riding star of 
the Washington International Horse Show’s 
most important jumping class during its six- 
day stay in the Nation’s Capital October 25 
to 30.

In winning the difficult "puissance” class, 
in which fences are reduced in number but in¬ 
creased in height for jump-offs, he was 
mounted on his old favorite, Ksar d’Esprit, a 
product of his own Maryland farm in 1946. 

Hugh schooled and showed the far-striding 
gray around Maryland as a hunter until he was

sold to Canada in 1950. Ksar wound up as a 
star of the Canadian equestrian team, and 
eventually was purchased by Miss E. P. Sears 
who turned him over to the United States’ 
Olympic riders. 

Ksar’s regular jock had been William Stein- 
kraus, but Hugh found himself back in the 
old horse’s saddle after his teammate was in¬ 
jured in Italy and was unable to make the fall 
circuit in America. Hugh rode Ksar first at 
the Pennsylvania National. There Hugh scored 
a memorable victory in an international com¬ 
petition for two entries of two horses each, to 
be ridden by a single rider. 

The Washington show, where Hugh was the 
individual riding champion in 1959, found him 
somewhat farther down the list in the inter¬ 
national competitions. His own Nautical was 
not being shown with his customard hard¬ 
hitting frequency because the horse had been 
ailing. 

In the final international class on Saturday 
night Hugh came into his own, over a wonder¬ 
fully-designed puissance course. Although only 
the dyed-in-the-wool fans lingered at the Ar¬ 
mory ringside until its conclusion, the class has 
been the subject of much conversation ever 
since. It was a highlight of a show with many 
bright moments in international and open 
jumping. 

In the final jump-off, only three remained— 
the heavy favorite, Ksar d’Esprit, on the basis 
of his many sparkling victories in similar 
classes in Europe; the other United States hope¬ 
ful, Night Owl, ridden by George Morris; and 
the Canadian mare, Rondelle, with Moffat 
Dunlap up. 

Only two jumps remained, the last one a 
truly formidable "brick” wall that looked like 
a mountain to tense ringsiders. It was meas¬ 
ured at six feet, seven inches, but seemed much 
higher. 


After the other two scored knockdowns, in 
came Hugh and his old friend, Ksar, for all 
the world as if they were bound for a four-foot 
course in a hunter class, at which they were so 
adept a decade ago. 

Dollar bills flashed, accompanied by: "He 
won’t!” and "He will!” 

Ksar galloped down to that imposing wall 
with a confidence born of superior ability. His 
beautiful leap had almost a gay quality about 
it, as if he were wishing, perhaps, for seven 
feet. 

Rider Wiley’s face was a study in sheer hap¬ 
piness as he hugged the grand old horse he 
knows so well. And the rafters of the Armory 
resounded with applause and yells of approval, 
for performances that made the subsequent 
2 a.m. traffic jam seem quite worthwhile. 

Against competition from nearly 450 entries, 
this highly successful renewal of the hitherto 
"in-the-red” Washington International saw only 
one division dominated by a Maryland outfit. 
Patricia and Nancy Gorrell’s Chase Me, the 
grand-going chestnut from Belair, took the 
large pony working and conformation titles, 
and topped them off by also capturing some¬ 
thing called the "combined championship” of 
the large division, which presumably made him 
grand champion of his size.

Lord and Lady Baltimore Stakes 

A record-setting list of 1,126 nominations 
has been received for the 1961 Lord and Lady 
Baltimore Stakes, Baltimore Raceway officials 
revealed recently. 

Although only three years old, the Lord and 
Lady Baltimore Stakes program already has 
grown into one of harness racing s most lucra¬ 
tive events and is expected to gross over 
$100,000 when it is raced next summer. 

That entry list of 1,126 yearlings is nearly 
double last year’s nominations. The stakes drew 
558 nominations when it made its debut in 
1958 and last year increased to 673. 

The stakes program consists of races for two- 
and three-year-olds with those nominated by 
the August 15 deadline eligible to race as two- 
year-olds in 1961 and three-year-olds the fol¬ 
lowing season. The Lord Baltimore portion of 
the stakes drew 602 colts and geldings and 524 
fillies were named for the Lady Baltimore. 

Last year's program was raced during Grand 
Circuit week at the Pulaski Highway oval and 
$67,152.50 was distributed in stake purses. By 
the 1961 season, the stake will have reached 
maturity and eight separate events—four for 
two-year-olds and four for three-year-olds— 
will be presented. 

The two-year-old events will consist of trot¬ 
ting and pacing races for colts and geldings 
(The Lord Baltimore) and trotting and pacing 
races for fillies (The Lady Baltimore). The 
three-year-olds will compete in a similar series 
of events. 

Baltimore Raceway will add $32,000 to the 
Stakes in 1961, $12,000 in the two-year-old 
races and $20,000 to the three-year-old events. 

For the third straight season, the famed 
Hanover Shoe Farm, the largest horse-breeding 
establishment in the country, led the list of 
nominators with 145. Owned by Lawrence B. 
Sheppard of Hanover, Pa., Hanover Shoe 
named 78 yearslings to the Lord Baltimore and 
67 to the Lady Baltimore. 

Every top breeding farm in the nation 
nominated to the stake. Castleton Farms of 
Lexington, Ky., listed 100 nominees and Del 
Miller's Meadowlands Farm of Meadowlands, 
Pa., named 61. 

Other major breeders included the S. A. 
Camp Farm of Shafter, Calif.; the Hempt Farm 
of Mechanicsburg, Pa.; Peter Pan Farm of 
Washington, Pa.; Walnut Hall Farm of 
Donerail, Ky.; the Walnut Hall Stud, also of 
Donerail, Ky.; Pickwick Farms of Bucyrus, 
Ohio; and the Brightside Farm of Springfield, 
Ill.
